They 
have felt their insecurity in case of 
fire or shipwreck, because of the ab- 
sence of the some life preserving ap- 
paratus. Mr. Boynton iias invented 
a machine that will enable a person 
who dons it to lie down on the 
stormy billow and go to sleep as 
securely and safely ai in his own 
conch. He can also take water and 
provision with him for several days' 
use. Mr. B. is very anxious to get 
the great invention well known and 
is now undergoing severe tests to 
show its efficacy. 
Our dispatches 


tell of another of his exploits. Paul 
Boynton is a hero who is doing much 
for navigators. 


HARD WINTERS. 


As we have been having an un- 


usually mild Winter, we append the 
following list of hard ones in order 
to show what might have been: 


In 401 and 7C3 the Black Sea is 


said to have been frozen over. In 
822 the principal rivers of Europe 
were all frozen. In 8GO the Adriatic 
was frozen. In 991 the crops were a 
complete failure, owing to the cold 
weather. la 10G7 the roads in Ger- 
many were impassible, and hundreds 
of people froze to death. 1134 the 
Po was frozen to its month. llJStt 
the Danube was frozen, it is said, to 
the bottom. In l-JKJtlie crops foiled 
in Germany, and in England wheat 
rose from 6s to £2 a quarter. In 1783 
the Thames froze eleven inches. In 
1709 the ground froze in England 
to the depth of nine feet. In 171t> a 
fair was "held on the Thames. In 
1741 snow covered the ground from 
the 13th of November until April to 
a depth of several feet, and Long 
Island Sound was frozen, lit 1810 
there was no Summer, to speak of, in 
America, the crops failed and snow 
fell every mouth. In 1830, hundreds 
of early settlers in Illinois froze to 
death. la 1856 extreme cold weather 
prevailed as far south as the Caro- 
linas. 


THE BLACK HILLS.—A Washington 


telegram of the 4th says: 


The Sioux Indian delegation con- 


sisting of Bed Clnud, Spotted Tail, 
and other chiefs are exppcted to ar 
rive here by the 1st ot May at the 
latpst, and perhaps as early as the 
20th of April, when negotiations for 
the opening of the Black Hills coun- 
try will begin. 
The -geologist ap- 


pointed by the Interior Department 
is to make a survey at Cheyenne 
April 15th. The excitement relative 
to the organization of mining parties 
has abated considerably, and there 
is no apprehension h«re of serious 
trouble in protecting the Indian res- 
ervation and maintaining the treaty. 
The excitement is cliicfly fermented 
by trailers and transportation agents. 
Several car-loads of miners' supplies 
and outfit ban been sent west for the 
Black Hills to raid with and this is 
the basis ot li.ilf the stones about 
gold in the Black Hills. 


THE contents of the stomach of a 


trout weighing forty pcmniU lately 
sent, from Michigan to Washington, 
in New York, wt*re found to consist 
of eight distinct fishes, six of which 
measured twelve inches in length 
each, making ti total of seven feet 
four inches of fish in ft trout forty- 
three inches long.
